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there is no doubt now as to the attitude of the members of the Supreme 
Castle towards the District which heretofore was in the minds of the 
members that we were very indifferent to their welfare or existence:

Dear Sir and Brother:—Before taking our departure we desired to 
have a personal and final interview, but failed in our connections; 
therefore, deem it prudent to write you and suggest (as no doubt you 
will do) to immediately call a Board Meeting of your Grand Castle orfi- 
eers and Subordinate Castle officers forthwith, to take up the consid- 
eration of the “Funeral Benefit Fund,” and ascertain, 

lst—Your present outstanding obligations, 

2nd—Your available funds, 

3rd—Determine if the present schedule is adequate to meet the 
average mortality rate in a membership of about two hundred, and 
composed of members with an average age of about forty years, which 
I should judge is about your present average. : 

An inteiugent result having been attained, do not hesitate to apply 
the remedy, if you find you are involved. 

1st—Suspend benefits for a period of say six months, or 

2nd—Reduce the amount of benefits, or 

3rd—Levy an assessment, or two or three, if necessary. 

The result will be that you will start out with a clean balance sheet; 
you can push forward and take an advance stand in the organizations of 
the District. 

We had an interview with P. C. Howard Duckett, No. 122 10th Street, 
N. E., Washington, who will, upon invitation from you be pleased to 
cooperate with you, and give you any assistance that he may be called 
upon by you or your Board to render; therefore, permit me to suggest 
that you invite him into your counsel and confidence. This brother, I 
apprehend, will be of such service as that you will never have cause to 
regret taking him into your councils. 

Present my compliments to your G. M. of R., Brother E. L. Tolson, 
and state to him, for me, that we expected him to perform his duty, but 
if he was unable to give his office any attention, that the conditions 
would warrant him to hand the office over to another. We recognize 
that vou, as G. C., cannot attain the success your efforts deserve, unless 
you have the hearty cooperation of your G. M. of R., as well as your 
entire Board of Grand Castle Officers. 

Please confer with C. H. Miller, in the State Department; learn 
from him who the desirable members were of Fidelity Castle, and for- 
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ward their names and addresses to S. M. of R. A. C. Lyttle, No. 814 N. 
Broad Street, Philadelphia, along with the names of the ex-members of 
Potomac Castle. Brother Lyttle will send them literature, and cooper- 
ate with you in establishing one or two good Castles during your term. 

We go from your splendid District hopefully, believing that from 
this time the organization will move upward under your wise adminis- 
tration of the affairs you have been called upon to overlook. Get up a 
degree team, and let them become proficient in the work. Let Brother 
Duckett assist. If he will, we know it will be a pleasure for the mem- 
bers to witness again the magnificent work of our ritual. The attend- 
ance will improve at once. Will you kindly keep me informed as to the 
progress of the work in the District? The motto I leave you is “Let 
the dead past bury its dead.” Should anyone attempt to resurrect the 
trouble, regard him with suspicion, as one unfriendly to human endeavor 
and progress. And my prayer is that He who is the Ruler of us all, will 
vouchsafe unto you peae and prosperity in your laudable undertakings,

Department of Labor, Washington, D. C., August 16th, 1902. - 


Jenkin Hill, Esq., Supreme Vice-Chief, K. G. E., Reading, Va., 


Sir Knight and Esteemed Brother:—-Probably you would like to hear 
a word from the District of Columbia, and more particularly, as the 
Representative of the Supreme Chief to this Jurisdiction, would you 
be glad to learn of the pleasing results which have attended your visit, 
made near the close of last year? In the first place you would be agree- 
ably surprised if you were to “drop” into our Castle Hall (Cyrus, No. 1) 
at any of our regular meetings. to see not only a large attendance, but 
also the ability shown by the officers and the interest manifested by our 
new members, most of whom are young men of fair ability. Past 
Chief Ward, whom I am quite sure you met while here, was elected 
Noble Chief for the current term; and, as he is an old and experienced 
hand, everything moves along very nicely. A degree team has charge 
of all “work,” and the Crusaders’ Degree was conferred on two breth- 
ren last Wednesday evening. This brings our membership close to the 
century mark. This gratifying condition of affairs is in large part due 
to the efforts of P. G. Chief Haller and Noble Chief Ward, who will, 
without doubt, carry off the principal prizes offered in your cireular of 
January 25th, 1902. : 

In my remarks to the “boys” on Wednesday evening, and you know 
they never let me off without a talk of some kind, among other things 
I quoted a little ancient history, showing the fluctuations of the mem- 
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bership each year since the institution of the Castle in 1886, when it 
was forty-three; seventy-five in 1887; two hundred and fourteen in 
1588, which was highwater mark; since which there has been a gradual 
decline, until 1893, when it was ninety-five, so that the membership 
again equals that of nine years ago, and, on an average, is composed of 
younger men.

parts of the universe wherein our banner floats, and thus speaking, am 
encouraged and well pleased, and of the firm opinion that this will be the 
“banner year” of our Order. Why do I think so? you ask, 

Well, ’tis from no superior ability of mine, but base it upon the fact 
that Sir Knights and Ladies from Maine to California, from the Gulf 
to the Lakes, are at work putting forth every effort possible to that 
end, and success must be the result. Everybody seems enthused, and 
“enthusiasm is power, and power is success,” all of which is most pleas- 
ant to me, and I desire here and now to publicly thank each and every 
one for their individual effort in behalf of our great work for humanity, 
assuring you that all is highly appreciated. : 

So much for the past—what about the future? Notice that I did 
not say every Sir Knight and Lady was making an effort; wish they 
would. Then, there could be no question about it, and we, as an Order, 
could wield such an influence as no other sister Order ever has. Just 
think of it! If every member of our Order would only be a Turner, of 
Maine; a McGowan, of California; an Aull, of Maryland; a Krim, of 
Ohio, a Clark, of New Jersey, or do what hundreds of others that are 
worthy of mention are doing, then would we be the wonder-working 
secret Order of the world.

DECISIONS. 

Question 1.—Lamartine Bishop, Grand Master of Records, Mary- 
land: Article 11, Section 2, of the Grand Castle Laws, reads as 
follows: “Every member of a benefit Castle, entitled to benefits un- 
der its constitution and its by-laws, shall be entitled to such sum as 
weekly benefits (not less than one dollar per week) as the by-laws 
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shall specify, ete., etc.” Is this in conflict with Section 24 of Article 7, 
ot the Supreme Laws? 

Answer 1.—It is. 

Question 2.—Can a non-beneficial member be considered a member 
in good standing? 

Answer 2.—Yes. Non-beneficial is contra-distinguished from bene- 
ficial. Social members are usually termed “non-beneficial” and under 
no circumstances or conditions are they entitled to benefits, or, in other 
words, beneficial, while beneficial members are those entitled to bene- 
fits under certain conditions, requirements and circumstances. From 
the explanation given in the letter accompanying this question, I 
think it should have been: “Can a member who is not entitled to bene- 
fits be considered a member in good standing?” To that question, my 
answer is also, yes. Good standing is to be not in arrears for dues, 
fines or assessments, and not under charge or suspension. Good stand- 
ing is one of the requirements and conditions precedent to the pay- 
ment of benefits; but to be entitled to benefits is not a condition 
precedent to good standing. In this case, the brother was not bene- 
ficial, or entitled to benefits for two reasons; first, that he had not 
paid his dues on or before the last quarter; second, that he took sick 
while thus in arrears and paid up his dues during, and died of said 
sickness. In the first instance, he failed to comply with the law plac- 
ing him in good standing, and, at the same time, entitled him to bene- 
fits while he could. In the second, (by good and wholesome laws as a 
safeguard) he was debarred from doing both, although, in our opin- 
ion, (assuming he was not under any charge or suspension) he did 
place himself in good standing. 

Question 3.—Mrs. Phoebe Wickersham, Grand Templar, Indiana: If 
a lady make application to a Temple, is balloted for, is elected and ad- 
mitted for initiation, and refuses to repeat the obligation and refuses 
to place her hands in proper position and refuses to kneel, what shall 
be done at this time? 

Answer 3.—She should immediately be escorted to the ante-cham- 
ber and kindly requested to retire. 

Question 4.—Or, in case they continue at this point of trouble, 
take party through the work, would they be legally « member? 

Answer 4.—They would not. 

Question 5.—Mrs. Katie Reuff, Grand Templar of West Virginia: 
Can a Temple ignore the Deputy Grand Templar°and refuse to allow 
her, or the Grand Templar to install their officers and call other peo- 
ple than those under jurisdiction to come and install them? 

Answer 5.—No. : 
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Question 6.—lf they do, what is my proper course to pursue? 

Answer 6.—Kindly reprove. 

Question 7.—Does the Organist, in the Temple, after serving three 
years, become Past Templar? 

Answer 7.—Five consecutive terms will entitle the Guardian of Music 
to become a Past Templar. 

Question 8.—Can a Temple in this state take any members residing 
in Ohio, without a dispensation from the Grand Temple of Ohio? 

Answer 8.—No, unless by the approval of the Grand Templar. 

Question 9.—Mrs. Amelia M. Coffman, Grand Templar of New Jer- 
sey: Does a Grand Temple require by-laws? 

Answer 9.—Yes. 

Question 10.—Can Germans, that cannot repeat the obligation in 
English become lawful members in a Temple, without the German 
ritual? 

Answer 10.—No. 

Question 11—J. M. Hutchison, Grand Chief of Pennsylvania: When 
in the Second or Third Degree are the Sir Herald and Worthy Cham- 
berlain to kneel at the altar before hoodwink is removed, or after 
High Priest directs the candidate to kneel? 

Answer 11.—Before hoodwink is removed. 

Question 12.—When the Sir Herald and Worthy Chamberlain arise 
should sword still be held over the front of the altar, pointing toward 
the floor? Or, are the swords brought to the side of these two ae apes 
pointing toward the floor? 

Answer 12.—The swords should be brought to the side of these two 
officers, pointing toward the floor. 

Question 13.—Mrs. Katie Kruger, D. S. T., Milwaukee, Wisconsin: 
Must the Noble Templar kneel at the opening and closing ceremonies? 

Answer 13.—Yes. 

Question 14.—Mrs. Katie Reuff, Grand Templar, West Virginia: Can 
a member, after taking a withdrawal card from his Castle, still be a 
member of the Temple? 

Answer 14.—Yes, if he takes same with the intention of depositing 
it in another Castle and does so, within a reasonable time; = 
Temple membership should cease. 

Question 15.—What must be done if the Temple refuses to ask for 
a dispensation for not holding a meeting on their meeting night and 
giving the night to the Castle for a supper? 

Answer 15.—Kindly request them to send you the fee of twenty- 
five cents for a dispensation, and upon receipt of said fee issue and 
send them the same, with the information that upon a repetition they 
would forfeit their charter. 
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Question 16.—R. W. Tompkins, D. S. C.: When do the by-laws of a 
Castle become operative? When approved by the committee on law, or 
when printed and given to its members? 

Answer 16.—When approved by the committee on law and received 
by the Castle with such approval endorsed thereon, and one regular 
session of the Castle has been held after such receipt of same. : 

Question 17.—James M. Hutchison, G. C., Pennsylvania: I would 
be very much pleased for a decision on the following: The Grand Cas- 
tle of Pennsylvania, in annual session assembled, decided that accord- 
ing to Article vy, Section 6, of its constitution, a dispensation need not 
accompany the election returns of the Castle, at the time they are or- 
iginally made out and forwarded to’ the Grand Master of Records, but 
that said dispensation can be sent to the committee on elections, at 
any time prior to the final summing up of the vote. They also de- 
cided that, according to Article 9, Section 11, of its constitution, the 
election returns could not be rejected on the ground that such return 
was not accompanied by dispensation to omit the last regular session. 

Answer 17.—Said Article 9 is complied with, if the dispensation ae- 
company the returns from the Grand Master of Records to the com- 
mittee on elections, or is received by them, (the committee on elections) 
s0 marked that it can be identified as a part of, or connected with said 
return before final action is taken thereon. The election returns must 
be accompanied by the dispensation to the election committee, either 
directly or as above stated, or the returns should be rejected. 

Question 18.—Mrs. Amelia Coffman, G. T., New Jersey: Does two 
black balls reject a Sir Knight making application for membership in 
the Temple? 

Answer 18.—It does. 

Question 19.—R. W. Tompkins, D. S. C., New York; Can a member 
of a Castle become in arrears while under salary? 

Answer 19.—Yes, he can take no credit of salary until bills is ren- 
dered, presented and an order granted. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


No. 1. That the Supreme Master of Records be instructed to make 
. @ careful inquiry, where Castles have formerly existed, and have made 
no satisfactory report, as to the disposition of their rituals and other 
property and use every effort to get the same returned to his office. 
No. 2. That our laws be so amended as to fix the minimum fee 
at $5.00. 3 
No. 3. That no person be entitled to organize Castles or be recog- 
nized as an organizer of Castles, under the Supreme Jurisdiction, until he 
has such authority in writing from the Supreme Chief, and that no oné 
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be so authorized unless he gives satisfactory reference and recommen- 
dations. ; 

No. 4. That six hundred dollars be appropriated for traveling ex- 
penses of the Supreme Chief and his Deputies. 

No. 5. That dispensations issued during the year be approved and 
that charters be granted in lieu of same, to be signed by me. 

No. 6. That a committee be appointed by the incoming Supreme 
Chief and fund of $ be appropriated te obtain a room in 
Fraternity Building at St. Louis Fair, 1904. 

No. 7. For the general good and welfare of the Order in the State 
of Illinois, and particularly in Chicago, | suggest and urge that steps 
be taken by the Supreme Castle, or its officers, by giving practical aid 
to this jurisdiction and by placing an organizer in the field. The jur- 
isdiction of Illinois covers an immense territory and it is unnecessary to 
enumerate, to your intelligence, the many advantages in having many 
Castles in Chicago, and the wonderful resources of that wonder- 
ful city, in sustaining them to the credit of the Order in general. That 
a special meeting of the Supreme Castle and prominent members of the 
Order should be called for the express purpose of devising ways and 
Tmeans to advance the Order of the Knights of the Golden Eagle in the 
City of Chicago. 

No. 8. That some day, other than Sunday, be established and recog- 
nized as memorial day for the Knights and Ladies of the Golden Eagle. 


VISITATIONS. 


December 18, 1901, visited Augusta Temple, No. 4, Milwaukee, Wis- 
¢eonsin. Found this Temple in splendid condition. well equipped with 
regalia and paraphernalia, conferring the degree in a very efficient 
manner. All work is done in German. 

December 19, 1901, visited Milwaukee Castle, No. 6. This Castle 
like Temple No. 4, does all work in German. The brothers treated me 
royally and only kind remembrances will I ever have of Milwaukee, and 
the afternoon spent with the ladies and the evening with the Knights 
and Ladies will never be forgotten. 

December 20, 1901, visited Crusader Castle, No. 5, and witnessed 
the initiation of one candidate. ’ 

December 21 and 22. 1901, visited Streator, Ill., in the interest of 
the Order, and had a promising talk with J. S. Adams, who is a mem- 
ber of Dorian Castle, No. 274, Penna. 

December 23 and 24, 1901, spent in Bloomington, IIl., in the. interest 
of the Order, and saw some dozen or more ex-members, but without 
any good results. 
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. February 15, 1902, visited Washington Castle, No. 90, Marion, 
Ohio, it being the occasion of celebrating their first anmiversary. 
«. royal time was had. é 

March 31, 1902, visited Dayton Castle, No. 3, Dayton, Ohio, on the 
occasion of their seventh anniversary. 

April 4, 1902, visited Aeolian Castle, No. 64, Zanesfield, Ohio, on the 
occasion of their seventh anniversary. 

April 6, 1902, (Sunday), visited Piqua and attended the anniversary 
of Piqua Castle, No. 27, and listened to a sermon by Rev. Wycoff—a good 
meeting. 

April 23, 1902, in company with P. C., C. W. Heffner, attended the 
anniversary meeting of Jackson Center Castle, No. 66, at Jackson Cen- 
ter, Ohio. 

May 5, 1902, attended the formal opening of new hall of Capital 
City Castle, No. 41, Columbus, Ohio. 

June 5, 1902, delivered memorial address at Lewistown, Ohio, to 
Miami Valley Castle, No. 89. 

July 6, 1902, deputized Mrs. Southard to assist in my stead in in- 
stalling Marion Star Temple, No. 49, at Marion, Ohio. Felt this my 
duty as Grand Templar Roberts could get no team to confer the degree 
and was entirely without assistance, except my deputy. 

July 9, 1902, started on another tour; first stopped at Farmers City, 
Til.. where I spent considerable time and had great hopes of re-organi- 
zation. Some splendid material there in the presence of J. O. Jones, 
Dr. M. T. Mace. Herbert White, Peter Cool, N. C. Finley, Dr. L. S. Kelly 
and John Price, all signing an application, with some others, which 
left in the hands of Dr. Mace, who is still working upon the list. 

Again visited Bloomington, Ill., where, after several days hustling, 
decided it was useless to try longer, and took all property could find 
and shipped it to Supreme Master of Records to be invoiced and amount 
to be placed to the credit of Myrtle Castle there, which surrendered 
its charter, greatly in debt to the Supreme Castle. Same invoiced 
$25, or thereabouts, for which we closed their account. 

I next visited Peoria, Ill. There is a splendid field for work. Found 
Brother Frank Schmidt, formerly our representative there, and with 
whom I had corresponded, had moved near Elmwood, IIl., in the coun- 
try. This was a disappointment, but faced it as bravely as possible 
and finally persuaded an ex-member, E. F. Wells, Room 324 Masonic 
Temple, to take hold of the work. He is doing all he can to get a 
sufficient list. but here we find trouble like tnta that at Farmer City, 
Bloomington and Chicago: quantity. not quality, had been the motto 
of organizers in the past. 

_ I next visited Gibson City, Ill. There our representative is Mr, 
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S. A. Poff. Got quite a number of good young men interested in the 
Order, which, 1 hope, may result in some good. 

From there, 1 went to Forest, 1U., but cannot report much good ac- 
complished there. 

Next, visited Streator, for the second time, but we were doomed to 
be disappointed, as 1 expected to see Brother J. 8. Adams and institute a 
Castle, but, behold, Brother Adams had taken unto himself a wife, and 
gone on a honeymoon trip to Pennsylvania. Without him and his in- 
fluence, was unable to do much, although had much encouragement, 
and, in the very near future, a Castle will be added to the many other 
good things of that thriving little city. 

I next visited the City of Chicago, for the second time. The mem- 
bers of the Crusaders Castle there deserve great credit. The member- 
ship is composed mostly of Germans and they have struggled against 
many adversities, which would have discouraged most persons, but the 
members are working with a determination to build up their Castle. 
They are deserving of much praise for the work they have accomplished 
and that which they are attempting. I had the pleasure of witnessing 
a practical exemplification of degree work upon three candidates. To 
say that the work was well done would not do justice to the Castle, as 
I consider their work equal to any I have ever seen. The Castle is slow- 
ly increasing in membership, and work in a very satisfactory manner. 
This Castle has seen little but discouragement sinee its institution. 
Many Castles would have ceased to exist under like cireumstances, but 
there are some noble workers among their members, who are inter- 
ested in the Order and are patiently working for the suecess of the 
Castle. They will eventually accomplish this aim, as such Sir Knights 
do not understand the meaning of the word fail. They are anxious to 
learn and will push forward with renewed efforts, if but the Supreme 
Castle stretch forth its hand and aid them but a little. 

Desire to especially mention, as a matter of courtesy and justice, 
the following brothers and ex-members. whom I met; C. H. Janesson, 
W. H. Bean, Charles Trautman, John Davis, John Aull, B. Melehin; ex- 
members J. Wesley Brooks and C. H. Kipp; and for their loyal treat- 
ment, to say that I will ever be under obligations. 

From Chicago, I returned home, after thirty days of, to me, hard 
work, and to be hoped for good in the future. 

August 11, 1902, started for Grayson. Ky., to attend their Grand 
session. At Cincinnati, met Brothers Bicknell, G. V. C., of Ohio. C. P. 
Matti, P. G. C., of Kentucky, and George Cunningham, of Friendship 
Castle, No. 23, Kentucky. 

We immediately left for Bellevue, Kentucky, in order to meet with 
No. 23, but, owing to our train being late, they had adjourned, but got 
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together several of the brothers and spent quite an interesting evening. 

The next day, Brother Matti and myself boarded. the train- for 
Grayson, and that night, at about eight o’clock. landed in Greenup, the 
home of Representative, George’ W. Chapman, where we took supper 
and remained all night, getting .a five o’clock start the next morning 
for Riverton Junction, making the trip from Greenup to that place on 
foot, where we left on the E. kK. (Eastern Kentucky) train at 6.30 a. m. 
After riding twenty-three miles, passing through six tunnels, we ar- 
rived safely at Grayson, where we found the Grand Castle in session. 
In the afternoon, installed their Grand Officers, assisted by S. H. P. 
Eli Le Feber as S. H. P. and P. G. C., L. W. Woods as S. S. H., and, in 
the evening, attended an entertainment for visiting brothers, given by 
the ladies of Crescent Temple, No 3, of Kentucky, which was of a high 
literary and moral character. Afterwards, the Temple degree was 
conferred on some six candidates, by the ladies of No. 3, in a very cred- 
itable manner. 

Much might be said of Kentucky, that time and space will not per- 
mit, suffice it to say that I have great hopes for the next year, and 
if some dozen Castles and a sufficient number of Temples are not added 
to give that a Grand Temple, will be greatly disappointed. I only hope 
I can be with them next year. 

Brother Matti and myself reached Bellevue Thursday night in time 
to attend the session of White Dove Castle, No..1, Kentucky. Brothers 
when you go to Kentucky, always call on Brothers Harry E. Grothoff, 
Charles L. Harrison, Walter Forester and Ed. Tieman; the latter is a 
musician of no small ability. 

Friday, spent in Newport, Covington and Cincinnati with Past 
Grand Chief, William F. Mueller, Charles Jutzie, of Ohio, and 
it is of no use for me to try to tell how I was entertained, only that 
it was perfectly satisfactory. 

That evening I addressed a joint meeting of No. 1 and 28, and Crys- 
tal Temple, No. 23, and a very enjoyable evening was had. 


KANSAS. 


Early in my term, began correspondence with Brothers W. B. Far- 
rar, I. W. Breathwait and W. A. Murphy regarding the standing of the 
Order in Kansas. Soon ascertained that No. 4, of Salina, had been vir- 
tually defunct for some months and that the best thing to do was to so 
declare it. Had my Deputy, Brother W. A. Murphy take up the prop- 
erty and the same is in his keeping. We had great hopes of re-organiz- 
ing, but local difficulties prevented. In the near tuture I feel sure a 
Castle can be placed there.

MEMBERSHIP. 


It is to be regretted that in many places unworthy persons have 
gained admittance. This usually happens in the organization and in- 
stitution of new Castles. More care should be taken. Membership 
is nothing, if only appreciated from a numerical standpoint. What the 
S. M. of Records report will show I cannot say, but, from observation, 
believe we have made substantial gain. 


CONFERRING OF DEGREES. 


Would insist that more interest be taken in conferring degrees. 
Every Castle should have a team, every member of which should know 
his charge and be able to render it well. The work is beautiful, but 
can be made much more impressive by well drilled teams. Much ad- 
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vancement has been made in this regard in the past few years and 
many Castles and Temples pride themselves in never using a ritual. 
Would advise all Castles and Temples to equip themselves as soon as 
possible with property and paraphernalia, get officers who will commit 
every charge, and the effect will pay you well for the effort. 


SICK AND UNEMPLOYED. 


We already have the reputation of looking well after our sick and 
disabled brethren, of giving them, after their decease, fit burial and 
ceremony, of extending help and sympathy to the bereaved. This is 
commendable. Let us all endeavor to do more visiting of the sick, 
to give more words of advice, of cheer, and of comfort, to pay greater 
respects to our dead, and to regard our obligations to a deceased brother’s 
family more sincerely. I believe the time has come in this day of 
combination of wealth, of disregard of feeling by those holding that 
wealth towards the ordinary fellow laborer, for secret organizations 
such as ours to be more steadfast and out-spoken, to have more at 
heart the welfare of our more unfortunate brother and his family, 
and, upon every occasion, to assist the unemployed, the poor, the un- 
fortunate in a substantial, (by this, I mean help them to help them- 
selves) and consistent manner. The labor and wage question is the 
greatest that has confronted the people since the days of slavery, and 
I believe it is as much our province, our right, that it is just as ritual- 
istic for us as an Order to see that our brothers get wages they de- 
serve, as it is that they get medicine and care when sick. Let us all 
remember that no man can sincerely help a fellow-man without helping 
himself. 

NATIONAL HOME. 


There has been much agitation on this question in many of the 
jurisdictions, but in my opinion, there is none except perhaps it be one 
that is able to, from a financial standpoint, build, equip and maintain 
such a home as our Order is entitled to, however, would favor the be- 
ginning of a fund for a National Home. 


PUBLIC DEMONSTRATIONS. 


Too little attention is paid by members to dress and conduct while 
in line on public occasions, although our Commanderies have the re- 
putation of making as fine an appearance as the finest, yet the effect 
is often spoiled by a careless and thoughtless member by word or deed, 
same is true of the rank and file. Let us at all times be on our guard 
that nothing derogatory can truthfully be said of us.

TEMPLE DEGREE. 


The Temple Degree is still doing a good work, and I believe have in 
many instanees of very material benefit to the Castles, from which they 
have sprung. 

They have made a net increase in Temples during the year of 
19; they have a membership of over 14,000 with a fund on hand, and 
invested, of $90,373.06; they have paid out for relief during the year $26,- 
081.65. They are certainly deserving of the encouragement and the 
support of this Supreme Body in their labors for the advancement of 
the teaching and principles of the nights of the Golden Bagle. 


FINANCES. 


I desire calling your attention to the condition cf the Grand and 
Subordinate Castles and Temples toward the Supreme Castle. 

Our reports of last year showed balances amounting to $1,948.78 
due the Supreme Castle, our report of this year shows this amount 
reduced to $983.72, or $965.06 less than former report. In this connection 
I desire to thank the Officers of the Grand Jurisdictions, for the in 
terest they have manifested in bringing about this result. 


OUR GROWTH. 
We have not met with the success anticipated in the organization 


of New Castles, under the immediate jurisdiction of the Supreme Castle, 
although every effort has been made by correspondence and visitation 
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by ‘the Supreme Chief and myself. We should by some means be able 
to get our banner more generally introduced into many States where we 
now have but little recognition. I trust this question will at this session 
receive some serious consideration. 

Many of the Grand Jurisdictions have done and are still doing ex- 
cellent work, and I feel sure that our next report will show still greater 
advameement. We have good earnest, active men and women at the 
head of our Grand Jurisdictions, from whom we expect good returns dur- 
ing the year we now enter. 


INSTITUTIONS. 


While we can only report one new Castle instituted during the 
year under the Supreme Castle, some are now under way anid the pros- 
pects good for others.

In order that the accounts of the Supreme Castle might be paid 
promptly when due, your Committee negotiated a loan of $1,700.00 from 
P. C. Joseph N. Ruch, of Pennsylvania. Of this amount $800.00 has been 
paid, leaving a balance due of $900.00. 

Your Committee also perfected arrangements with Thos. Parry’s 
Sons, whereby they accepted a note to the amount of their account, 
which at that time was $1,288.88. Of this amount $288.88 has been repaid, 
leaving a balance of $1,000.00. 

It was also arranged with Thos. Parry’s Sons that thereafter for the 
prompt payment of their account monthly, that they would allow a dis- 
count of five per cent. off all bills. The discount during the months - 
since the arrangement was made has amounted to $65.08, being more 
than an offset to the interest paid on the note. 


GRAVE MARKER. 


In the matter of grave markers referred to this Committee by the 
Supreme Castle, several designs were submitted. After full considera--

were making grave markers, and as we did not desire to interfere in the — 
matter at this time, and especially in view of the fact that no revenue 
would accrue to the Supreme Castle by the adoption of any particular 
design, that we deem it inexpedient to take any action, thus allowing 
Castles and Temples to purchase any style of grave markers they desire. 


STENOGRAPHER. 


Acting under instructions of the Supreme Castle to procure the ser- 
vices of a stenographer and typewriter for our sessions, your Commit- 
tee made diligent inquiry for a person who would be suitable and eth- 
cient. Various communications were received from applicants for tne 
position, and from the number Past Chief H. J. Lutz was selected and 
engaged for the session at Portland, Me., at the rate of $3.00 per day, 
hotel bill and mileage. . 


CONCLUSION, 


Your attention is called to Item VIII, overdrawn $155.00. This was 
occasioned by the unusual large attendance of officers and members of 
committees, and the increase in hotel rates, on account of the Exposi- 
tion. Also to Item X, overdrawn $41.66. This was because of an error 
in computing the arrearages of rent by the former committee on hall. 

Upon the recommendation of your Committee on Finance last year 
the Supreme Castle reduced the price of charter supplies to actual cost. 
Heretofore there was a net profit to the Supreme Castle of $30.00 on each 
Castle organized. Hence, by that legislation the revenue of the Supreme 
Castle has been reduced for this year $990.00, and the liabilities have 
not been decreased, as the Committee had anticipated. Had this reduc- 
tion not been made your liabilities at this time would have been less 
than $1,000.00. The Committee, however, believe that the legislation was 
wise, and that the future receipts from per capita tax will justify the 
enactment of this measure.

Your Committee on Appeals and Grievances, respectfuly submit 
their report for your consideration. 

Three cases were referred to us by the Supreme Chief each of 
which received careful consideration by the committee and the follow- 
ing are copies of their reports which were sent to the Supreme Chief 
as required by our Laws all of which were approved by him. 


CASE No. 1. 


To the Supreme Chief, Knights of the Golden Eagle. 
S. J. Southard, Esq. 


Your Committee on Appeals, would respectfully submit our de- 
cision on the case of Goodwill Castle, No. 75 vs. Grand Castle of Pa. 

In presenting this case we shall endeavor to confine ourselves to the 
precise specifications of complaint as contained in the appeal as per Sec- 
tion 1, Article III, of Code of Laws. 

This was a case of. benefits claimed by John B. Resh to be due him 
by Goodwill Castle, No. 75 of Pa. Case was heard by the Commissioner 
appointed by the Castle, on February 9th, 1900, and acted on by the 
Castle on February 22nd, 1900, when they refused to pay John B, Resh 
the benefits claimed. 

Said John B. Resh appealed from the decision of the Castle to the 
Grand Castle of Pennsylvania. Case was acted on by the committee 
of appeals of Grand Castle on June 22nd, 1900, the following is a copy 
of their report. 

After duly considering all the papers submitted in the case, it was 
unanimously decided that the appeal be sustained, and the action of the 
Castle be reversed, as the evidence presented does not warrant the ae- 
tion taken by the Castle, and they be directed to pay the amount of 
benefits in dispute, signed by seven members of committee present and 
approved by the Grand Chief. 
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August 4th, 1900, Goodwill Castle appealed from this decision of the 
committee to the Grand Castle, which, at its session held in Lebanon 
(May 1901) sustained the decision of the committee. 

Goodwill Castle now appeals to the Supreme Castle; no illegality of 
proceedings is claimed. Reason for appealing is that the Castle has an 
affidavit which sets forth the fact that the said John B. Resh was at 
work during the time that he claimed benefits, and other evidence show- 
ing that he is not entitled to any benefits at all. 

After carefully considering the case, and going over all the evidence 
submitted, we find no grounds whatever which would allow us to re- 
verse the action of the Grand Castle, except the affidavit mentioned in, 
and which was attached to the appeal, and which is dated May 13th, 
1901, being more than one year after the case was first heard, and nearly 
a year after the case was tried by the appeal committee. This being 
clearly new evidence, could not be considered by the committee ac- 
cording to Article III, Section 8 of the Code of Laws as follows: 

“No new evidence except to prove illegality of proceedings shall be 
received by the committee.” 

We therefore recommend that the action of the Grand Castle of Pa. 
be sustained, and the appeal of Goodwill Castle, No. 75 be dismissed.

Your Committee on Appeals and Grievances respectfully submit 
the following as our report on the appeal case of Companions Mary 
Pascoe and Emma Green from the action of Lake Superior Temple, No. 
2, of Michigan in expelling them from that Temple on February 13, 
1902. After a careful consideration of all the papers submitted in the 
case, we find as contained in the appeal, and admitted by the Guardian 
of Records under seal, several iliegalities and violations of our code of 
laws as follows: 

ist. The parties to the trial and their counsel must be allowed to 
be present at all times when trial and examination of witnesses is go- 
ing on. 

2nd. The committee on trial should have kept a correct journal 
or minutes of their meetings which should have been sent with their re- 
port to the Temple and become a part of the case to be considered 
by us. 

3rd. The Temple violated Section 13, Article I, Code of Laws, as the 
report of the committee on trial was acted on at the same session as 
received. 
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4th. Only one ballot was taken by the Temple when Section 16, 
Article I compels two ballots to be taken, one as to innocence or guilt 
and one for punishment if convicted. 

The direct violations of Secjions 13 and 16, Article I, compels your 
committee without going into the details of the case to recommend 
that the case be referred back to Lake Michigan Temple with instrue- 
tions that Companions Mary H. Pascoe and Emma Green are to be 
placed back on the books as members, as before the charges were made, 
and if a retrial is made all our laws must be strictly complied with.

To the Supreme Chief, Officers and Members of the 
Supreme Castle, Knights of the Golden Bagle. 


Sir Knights and Brothers:--I have the honor to submit the first 
report of my third term. Owing to the continued neglect of Com- 
manderies to forward their annual reports and commission fees, as per- 
the report of the Adjutant-General, the numerical and financial con-— 
dition of the Military Branch are minimized, but while there was an 
increase of only fifteen members reported in 1901, I have the sree 
tion to report an increase of ninety-three for the year just ended. 

The most satisfactory and probably best appreciated report is the 
statement that the deficit is reduced to $89.23. 

Last year we had the pleasure of reporting a decrease of about 
$150 over 1900. This year’s statement shows the lowest deficit since 
1894, which gives evidence of the strict economy in vogue. 

It is with regret that I have again to refer to the unfortunate con- 
dition of the Military Branch in Massachusetts, only one Commandery 
out of the six having rendered a report.

I. Orders are hereby issued to Commanderies to prepare for Annual 
Inspection which should take place as early as possible after 
receipt of this order. 

II. Assistant Inspector Generals who will be appointed, must make 
a report to the Imspector General on March ist or within 
ten days thereafter. Said report to be forwarded to the Adju- 

tant-General pending the appointment of an Inspector General. 

Til. Annual reports are enclosed. They are to be made on the first 
meeting in February and forwarded to Headquarters not later 
than the 15th of March, accompanied by Commission fees of 
Officers elected. 
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Election of Officers of the Drill Department must be held on the ” 
first meeting in February, notification of same being immedi- 
ately forwarded to the Adjutant-General, and the fees 

ed within thirty days of election, failing which, election mS 
be declared void and the delinquent officer will not be permitted 
to be a candidate. An eleeted officer must obtain his commis. 
sion before he can assume command. 
The Colonel of each Regiment is required to inspect his command ~ 
semi-annually and make a report thereof, on or before the fif- — 
teenth day of March of each year to the Lieutenant-General. 

The Colonel of each Regiment will notify each Commandery in 
his Regiment when he, or a commissioned officer whom he may 
detail, will hold the election for Captain and first and Second 
Lieutenants. 

The following amendments were made at the Supreme Castle 
session held in New York, October 10-12, 1899: 

“The Commissioned Officers shall be elected amnually, at the 
first meeting in February; provded, that the officers elected at 
the formation of a Commandery shall serve their full term of 
one year, and until the following February; and provided, 
also, that all commissions in force at the adoption of these laws 
shall expire at the termination of time as stated im said 
commission, 

The Major of a Battalion shall be elected for one year, in 
March, by the commissioned officers of the companies Comme 
ing the Command. 

The Major of a separate Battalion shall appoint the Battalion 
Staff, after the manner of appointment of a Regimental Staff. 

The Colonel and Lieutenant-Colonel of a Regiment shall be 
elected for one year, in March, by the Majors and other commis- 
sioned officers of the Companies composing the Regiment. 

Nominations for Regimental Field Officers to be made by 
Commanderies at their February meeting.” 

In pursuance therewith, the election of Majors will take place 
in March, anf only those commissioned officers who were elected 
in February and have applied for their commissions are eligible 
to vote. 

Nominations for Colonel and Lieutenant-Colonel must be made 
at the February meeting and received by the Adjutant-General 
not later than March 1st, upon which date Special Orders will 
be issued for the election of said Officers. Elections will close 
on March 20th. Only those Majors and commissioned Officers

It is the duty of Chevaliers to obey the commands of their su- 
perior officers and to attend meetings and drills of their 
commanderies. Commissioned officers failing to attend their 
company or Regimental meetings, can have charges preferred 
against them for non-compliance with orders. 

The law requiring officers to pay for their commissions within 
30 days of appointment also applies to members of the Lieuten- 
ant-General’s staff. 

Vacancies.—Wheneyer vacancies occur, official notice of the same 
must be sent to Headquarters through the proper channels, giv- 
ing date and cause of post being vacant. 

Resignations.—Should ‘any Company Officer resign, the resigna- 
tion must be submitted, in writing, at the regular meeting of 
the Commamdery. If accepted, it is then to be indorsed by the 
officer in command, and forwarded, through the regular channels, 
to Headquarters foryapproval. If approved, it will be returned 
in the same way. with orders for election to fill vacancy; and 
no such election .can legally be held until said orders have been 
received by the Commandery. 

All communications other than the Annual Report and the trans- 
mission of fees (which should be sent direct) must be forward- 
ed through the regular channels. The regular channels are un- 
derstood to be—from commanding officer of Company to Bat- 
talion Major, to Regimental Commander, to General Head- 
quarters.

RECOMMENDATION. 


The ‘Degree of Chivalry has not met with the success it merited, 
nor the great expectations it warranted. 

After six years it has been found that the percentage of Command- 
eries working the degrees in full is remarkably low, while the civil de- 
partment which was formed for the purpose of conducting the ritual- 
istic work, has become almost unnecessary and a dead ietter. I sin- 
eerely believe that the Military Branch would be benefited by the 
abolition of the Civil Department and a return to the entirely Military 
government of former years. While advocating the abolition of the 
Civil Department, I believe the ritual of the Degree of Chivalry should 
be retained, because those Commanderies which are working it find it 
an interesting feature and are bemefited by the excellent floor move- 
ments and drills which it promotes.

It seems that the organizer, or at least one who 
claimed to be the organizer, went down to Spring Valley and col- 
lected from them $37.00, or one dollar from each member at the 
time of institution, besides claiming the organizer’s fee of $25.00. 
The application sent in contained only twenty-six names, while un- 
der our laws it requires forty members to get this rate. Now John 
Brown, who claims to be the real organizer of the Castle, asks for 
the fee, but it does not matter whether John Brown or anybody 
else was the organizer, they are not entitled to the fee because they — 
lack three members of having enough to meet the requirements of 
our law. 


Past Supreme Chief Harlan stated that he had sufficient proof 
that John Brown was the organizer and was entitled to the fee, and 
that Brother H. Lesson who was our organizer in Wyoming had 
simply been sent there to institute the Castle, and ought not to have 
collected anything, it belonged to Brown to do that, but nevertheless 
Brother Lesson had got it, and that if anyone was to get a fee for 
organizing this Castle, Brown was the one entitled to it. 


Past Grand Chief Lake moved that a donation of $25.00 be 
made to Brother Brown. Carried. 


There was no action taken in reference to the report of a Castle 
being instituted in the Philippines, nor to the mention of the 
Ladies of the Golden Eagle.

G. C. Hutchison had received eight votes, P. G. C. Woods had re- 
_ ceived ten votes. 


None of the candidates having received a majority of the votes 
cast, the candidate having received the lowest number of votes 
was dropped from the list and another ballot taken which resulted 
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as follows: P. G. C. Tyler nineteen votes, P. G. C. Woods twelve "AG 
votes, P. G. C. Harger twenty-three votes. ; 


None of the candidates again received a majority of the votes — , 
cast and the candidate having received the lowest number of votes — 
was dropped from the list and another ballot taken which resulted 
as follows: P. G. C. Tyler nineteen votes, P. G. C. Harger thirty- _ 
four votes. 


Past Grand Chief Harger having received a majority of the 
votes cast was declared elected Supreme Second Guardsman, 


P. S.C. Aull, of Maryland, introduced P. G. C.. Howard Win- 
slow, of Maine, and the Supreme Chief in a few brief remarks in- 
formed Brother Winslow that it had been unanimously decided to. 
confer the-honors of Past Supreme Chief upon him, and declared 
a recess of five minutes for congratulation. 


During this recess Supreme Vice Chief Hill in a brief, but 
very appropriate address, presented to P. S. C. Howard Winslow, 
of Maine, a handsome Morris Chair, the gift of members of the Su- 
preme Castle and their friends. 


P. S. C. Winslow made a few brief remarks accepting this - 
handsome gift, as follows: 


Brother Hill, Supreme Chief, and Members of the Supreme Castle: —

press to you in fitting language my thanks for your kindly remembrance, 
which in the sense of the remarks of your spokesman, Brother Hill, is 
given in the appreciation of the esteem that I am held by this Supreme 
Body, and for my endeavors for entertainment provided.

To the Supreme Chief, Officers and Members of the Supreme Castle, a

Sir Knights and Brothers:—We, your Committee on the holeoh ore 
Supreme Master of Records and Supreme Keeper of Exchequer, have 
attended to the duty assigned us, and would respectfully submit the 
following as our report: 


First:—So much of the report pertaining to the finances of the M 
Supreme Castle be referred to the Finance Committee. e:) 

Second:—The Order is to be congratulated on the increase in mem- 
bership, and ‘the interest manifested in the Temple Degree, and hope 
that our legislation at this session may be such as to encourage this 
noble work, which is such a valuable auxiliary to the Order. 

Third:—We heartily endorse the suggestion of the Supreme Master

As we understand the subject, it is the desire to secure, if possible, 
that a newspaper published in the interest of the Order shall go to each 
member of the Order once a month. This is the ideal to which we wish 
to attain. 

There are several papers now being published in the interest of the 
Order, which are dependent on individual subscriptions, supplemented by 
such grants of money as the Grand Castles where such papers are locat- 
ed may make. All these papers have scarcely any prospect of success, 
and none of them are in a prosperous condition. Im fact, your committee 
are led to believe that they are all published at a loss, and do not pay 
their way. We are not casting any reflection on those brothers who 
have thus aitttempted to arouse a deeper interest in ‘the Order; we are 
simply stating the facts, so that we may arrive at correct conclusions. 

We declare that this proposition is clear, viz: ‘that a paper depend- 
ent on individual subscriptions reaches only those who already have 
aroused in them an ardent love for the Order. 
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What is wanted is to touch all the members with t 
a good Order paper carries with it. The purpose is to ii 
in stability and numerical strength; to make the 
strong and ever stronger.

Respected Sir Knights and Companions:—At a regular session of the 
Grand Temple of New Jersey, held in the City of Trenton, September 
ist and 2nd, ithe following resolution was adopted: 


Whereas, At the session of the Supreme Castle, held in the City of 
Youngstown, Ohio, October, 1900, a committee was appointed to revise 
the Laws of the Supreme Castle, and 
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Whereas, The laws proposed by said Committee very materially af- 
fect the Temple Degree, of which we are a part, and believing, as we do, 
that to make such changes as those proposd by said revision would in- 
terfere very materially with the harmony and prosperity that now pre- 
vails in our ranks; therefore, 

Resolved, That we respectfully petition the Supreme Castle that they 
do not adopt or approve said proposed laws.
